In reply to Kir. Philip Phelan's letter of July 6th 
I wish to advise you that detailed particulars regarding 
the erection of a second room to the present Kispiex 
Indian Day School nave been forwarded to the Indian 
Commissioner for B.C. for submissien to, and consideration 
ef,the Department. 


I am fully of the opinion that there will be often 
an attendance of 65 to 70 pupils at the Kispiox Scheol 
during the coming academic year. The present reem has 
peen overcrowded during the past year with a frequent 
attendance of 55 to 60 pupils and, on account of the 
expected increase in September, I do recommend a second 
teacher and a second room for this school - if the 
Department can see its way to grant same. 


Some new desks would be necessary together with a 
teacher's table, heater and other small articles. Hew- 
ever, these may be dealt with at a later date. 


I may say that the suggested alterations to the 
wood shed were found unsatisfactory and the estimates 
already submitted are for a second room to be erected at 
the opposite end of the school and will be in alignment 
with the present building.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


With reference to Departmental file 151-12-5 
and your 15/1/5458 I have as requested read a letter C-1C-88 
ie ins Acting Indian Agent at Hazelton and wpuld report 
as follows:- 


In my last report on the Kispiox Indian Day 
School dated October 22nd 1938, I suggested on pages 2 and 3 
that a house might be rented near the school to provide for 
the Primary Grades. The Department did not accept this 
suggestion. I also suggested that within a short time it 
would be necessary to add a second classroom to the present 
Kispiox Indian Day School, to accommodate the increased 
attendance at that point. 


This school is not one of those to be greatly 
affected, if affected at all, by the proposed distribution 
of pupils from Coqualeetza Indian Residential School. 

There is however a very large attendance at the present time 
and the total registration this year has been around 70, a 
number far too great for one teacher. To accommodate the 
children it has been necessary to somewhat cut short the 
usual hours for the older pupils and to permit the youngest 
children to attend only from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. These 
temporary arrangements are not satisfactory to the parents, 
as was explained on page 3 of my last report. 


The suggested possible extension of 18 feet 
to the present school would be more or less a waste of money 
as sufficient accommodation would not be provided for the 
increasing attendance at Kispiox. The only possible 
arrahgement for a permanent solution of the problem here is 
the suggested extension of the present school by 32 feet, and 
I wish to recommend that such an extension be carried out as 
soon as possible, provided there are any funds for such a 
purpose, I certainly agree with the Acting Indian Agent 
that the larger room or addition be ergcted in preference to 
the smaller at the cost of even a year s delay in the work. 


The Acting Indian Agent suggests that the sum 
of $795.30 would cover the cost of the material and that 
$275.00 would cover the labor. If such a sum of around $800.00 
would cover the material I believe the Department would be well 
advised to set aside at least another $400.00 to $500.00 for 
labor and some $250.00 for desks and equipment. In my opinion 
not less than $1,500.00 might be included in the 1940-41 
Estimates for the purpose of adding and equiping a second 
room at the Kispiox Indian Day School. I do not see how the 
work could be carried out this year if such a sum as I have 
suggested has not been provided in_the_1939-40 timates.

With reference to lir. Hoey's letter of November 
26th, 1930, and your letter of August 19th, 1930, I 
Wish to advise you tnat I nave received estimates for 
the material required to build an additional classroom 
to the present Kispiox Indian Day School from Messrs 
R.SeMargent, Ltd., Hazelton, the only local firm that 
Supplies lumber. These estimates, wnich 1 enclose in 
triplicate, are for extensions of eighteen (10) and 
thirty-two (32) feet respectively, amounting to 9494.03 
ana $795.30 - for material only. The approximate cost 
of labour on the avove would be 4200.00 and $275.00, 
respectively. 


I made a thorougn investigation regarding tnis 
extension and, in consultation witn tue Rev. D. We. hore 
and Mre Sargent, it was found that tnirty-two feet 
added to the present school = which is also tnhrity-two 
feet - would be of far creater advantage and more in 
alignment with the present building than the smaller 
room. At the sane time the number of pupils on this 
reserve, waich is increasing yearly, siould be taken 
into consideration. If tue larger room could be built, 
the windows would 211 be on the one long side of the 
old and new buildings, wnereas in tne smaller room the 
windows would have to be at the end of the building, in 
order to conserve floor space for the desks. 

when the Ustimates for 1939-1940 were submitted, 
the amount entered for tnis addition was in connection 
with the alteration of a lean-to and woodshed, which 
would have given - at the most - an extension of twelve 
feet. This suggestion was not feasivle ana the amount 
inadequate for a properly built classroom. May I 
mention that the cost of tue addition of twelve feet to 
the same classroom at Kitsegukla was $566.30 wuere the 
width was only eighteen feet,compared to a width of 
twenty-five feet at Kispiox? 


May I suggest that, if at oil possible, tne larger 
classroom be added to the Kispiox Day School’ 


Regaraing the present Kisy,iox Day school Building 
it was found that all the cedar posts had rotted, nunbere 


ing 24. These s!.ould be replaced before the new class~ 
room is commenced, Tne cost, including labour, would be

Undoubtedly, this bell serves « very useful purpose, for it 
is large enough to be heard fro. one end of the Reserve to 
the other and being rung sometime before school assembly, 
it serves to arouse parents and children from bed and an 
hour later suwmons them to school. I feel that we might 
reasonably pay these costs or at least a major portion of 
them.

I wish to acquaint you with the situation 
at the itamaat Indian ‘esidential School and at the 
Day School there. ‘There is a small boardins school, 
conducted by the ‘omen's Liissionary “Secicty of the 
United Church. As the pupils of thie boarding sahool 
receive their olassroom instruction along with day 
scholars from the indian villace at the day schoo!, 
the classroom has become very c:owded. There are 52 
enrolled ut the present time and there will shortly be 
an additional four. I1 believe that the privilere 
granted to the pupils of the boarding school will have 
to be discontinued, and 1 have to request that the 
boarding sehool manarement provide a classroom and 
teacher in residence. The usual residential school 
per capita grant is paid at itamaat, and this should 
inolude all teaching services. (111 you please, 
therefore, ask the ¥. H. S. to arrange, at their 
@arliest convenience, for a separate olassroom for 
the boardine school pupils and for a separate teacher. 
This will leave the day school building for the day 
pupils and the Lepartment will continue meeting the 
expense of this separate activity.

I have your letter of the 13th instant, 
relative to a commnication which you received 
from the teacher of the Kitamaat Indian Day School, 
in which she states the seating capacity of the 
Classroom is taxed to its utmost. In this connec- 
tion I have to say that the Department is taking 
up with the authorities of the United Church of 
Canada, under whose auspices the residential 
school at this point is conducted, the question 
of their arranging to provide classroom accom- 
modation and a teacher for the pupils of the 
residential school, separate from the present day 
school. If this is done, there would, no doubt, 
be ample accommodation at the day school for the 
pupils who would attend as day scholars. When 
the Department is informed as to the arrangements 
the ohurch authorities can provide for classroom 
accommodation for the pupils of the residential 
sohool, you will be advised. 


With reference to the installing of a 
new floor in the day school building, for which 
you submitted a detailed estimate of the materials 
and labour in your letter dated April 17th, 1930, 
I have to say that, no doubt, funds will be avail- 
able for this improvement next spring. I would 
request that you again draw the matter to the 
attention of the Department at that time. It 
would be advisable that you give a new estimate, 
stating in detail the costs of the material, 
labour, eto. If the work is authorized, it could 
be carried out during the summer holiday period. 
It is further noted that a shed is required, in 
which to store the fuel. You micht, at the same 
time, give particulars as to the size and type of 
shed you would recommend be erected and the cost 
of the material and labour.

the increased attendance. If the children from the Residential Schoo 

id not attend the Day School there would be no need for the extra 
room. ‘There is no room at the Residential School that could be used 
as a schoolroom. It has been suggested that the sewing room be used 
as a schoolroom. This is impossible as it would not accommodate the 
36 children, perhaps not more than 12. In any case it is not suit- 
able as a schoolroom. It seems possible that the Residential School 
may be closed. ‘The children at the Residential School come for the 
most part from Kitemeat Village. If the Residential School closes 
we shall have these children in the Day School. ‘The teacher of the 
Day School is apparently 4 member of the Staff of the Residential 
School. 1 fail to see why the Residential School, while in receipt 
of per capita grant for the children living there, does not provide 
for their education at the Residential School.

I explained to Miss Horton that 
I had heard nothing in an official way with regard 
to her apvointment and that she had better see 
the Superintendent of United Church Missions, 
Rev. Mr Bunt who was worsen out transfers and about 
to make nominations to the Department through the 
Board of Home Missions. 


I explained to Miss Horton the decisions 

of the Department with regard to the opening of day schools 

on October lst. I further exnlained that I could not say 

when the itamast school wovld open as were it considered 

a day school the date would be October lst but were it 

considered the classroom of the residential school the 

date would be earlier.

ly reference to the situation at Kitamaat 
as far as the day school teacher was concerned was to the 
effect that in the past this had not been very satisfactory 
the teacher failing to teach the village children for the 
whole day and snending too great a time with the punils 
from the residential school, I exvlained that the boys 
of 12 discharged from the Kitamaat Indian Residential School 
who did not go on to Cocualectza failed to attend regularly 
the so called day school, that the little children from the 
village were sent home after a short time in school morning 
and afternoon, ané that in general not sufficient attention 
was given to the day school vunils. I asked Miss Horton to 
reetify this unsatisfactory situation.

The Department has received a letter 
from Indian Commissioner Mac“ay, in which he states 
that those interested have been advised that ‘iss 
Horton will be at “<itimat for the month of September. 


"ith regard to Miss Horton's statement 
that the situation at “itimat insofar as the day school 
is concerned is not very satisfactory, the Inspector 
has forwardec the followinz explanation:- 


"Ny reference to the situation at 
Kitimat as far as the day school teacher was 
concerned was to the effect that in the past 
this had not been very satisfactory, the teacher 
failing to teach the villaze children for the 
whole day and spending too great a time with the 
pupils from the residential school. I explained 
that the boys of 1f discharged from the <itimat 
Indian Residential School who did not *o on to 
Cocualeetza failed to attend recularly the so- 
cailed day scheol, that the little children from 
the village were sent home after a short time in 
school morning and afternoon, and that in general 
not sufficient attention was given to the day school 
pupils. I asked Miss Horton to rectify this unsat- 
isfactory situation”.

48 a temporary solution for the present academic 
year, I would recommend that the Indian Residential School 
children at itamaat be edugated on the half day syston, 
twenty attending the Jay School at the morning sassion and 
twenty at the afternoon session. 4s there appear to be in 
excess of twenty villase children now available, 1t would 
be better, from an educational point of view, to have these 
Children also divided into two eroups, approximately one- 
half attending in the morning and the other half in the 
afternoon. 


In conclusion, I would recommend that authority 
be sought from the bepartment to Carry cut the above sug 
gested plan.

Of children at the Kitemaat Indian vay Sohool is considerably 
inoreased since the appointment of the new teacher, Hise Ruby 
Je Horton. 


The unsatisfactory conditions with revard to the Kita- 
maat Residential and Day Schools have been mentioned in my re- 
ports on a number of occasions. 


Miss Xuby Je Horton was ne doubt appointed teacher 
of the <itamast Indian Lay School on the direct recommendation 
of the womans’ Missionary Society, United Church of Canada, as 
the <itemaet Indian Residential ‘chool is administered by that 
society. in neither Nise Horton's nor Mr. Christie's letters 
has it been clearly stated that there are at the Kitamaat 
Indian Residential “echool some forty children whose education 
is carried out by ''iss Horton, the Indian Vay Sehool teacher. 
iss liorten is also responsible for the education of the vile 
lage children, now some twenty to twenty-five in number. 


a8 you know, the Lepartment is erecting a new Indian 
Day -chool at Aitemaat which will later absorb both Indian 
Residential and Day School children. I am aot aware of when 
the school will be ready for occupation but have understood 
that the Kitemaat Indian iiesidential Sohool will operate as 
such until the end of the present academic year in June. 


As the above named Residential <chool receives a 
per capita grant, the Principal, Mrs. Vurnan, could no doubt 
be called upon to arraige for the education of the children 


in the residential sohool itself. This would leave the pres- 
ent day school, a separate building, for the village children.

This behaviour is not evident when the people are at b 
vitimat. With a strong Council #4 Chief the whole situat! 
be controlled. 
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I would strongly recommend that the financing of logging 
equipment be arranged for the itimat people as it was for Bella 
Coolae It is true that past experience does not appear to warrant 
this step, but there was a conspicuous lack of organization and 
of authoritative Couneil supervision during these past operations 
and also there was the complication of the use of private equip- 
ment. I think that the people are ready for a reorganization of 
the Council and I have (in conversation) suggested that, if the 
people of Kitimat would lay out a definite working policy, accept - 
able to the Department, in a logging operation, it might be 
possible to get the assistance required. 


Further, there is the matter of the restriction of migration 
from the Reserve (at least by the women) so that the children can 
attend the new day school. ie have gone into this recently and it 
is a matter that should be thoroughly investigated. I see no 
reason why the women cannot remain home during the school term, but 
there must be definite restrictions placed upon them. The 
encouraging of the logging industry will assist in removing some 
of the excuse for migration. Certainly, the migration to Butedale 
this winter was not an economic advantage. It should be a matter 
of concern to the Department that, had it not been for the care of 
some 40 children in the Llizabeth Long Memorial Home during this 
school term beginning September lst, the attendance at the day 
school would have averared about 9 out of some 70 children of 
school age in the Rand. 


.ecording to the Indian act, the Life Chief can retain his 
title during his lifetime, if the system is changed to an elective 
one. However, the elective chief would have the authority. 
Definite by-laws could and should be made on this Neserve giving 
the Council such control of Reserve conduct as is permitted by the 
Department. ft should also be pointed out to the Council, in the 
event of the new system being established, that, in enforcing their 
by-laws, the Council cannot constitute itself a Court, but must 
look to the Indian agent or other appointed judicial authority for 
the levying of penalties. This is a procedure that is not at 
present understood by the Band. 


I may say that a reorganization as suggested would meet with 
the approval of at least two-thirds of the Band, especially the 
younger generation. As an instance of this, the prospective life 
chief, Sordon Robinson, whose marriage certificate I enclose, states 
that he is not in favour of the continuance of the life chief 
System. Gordon's recent experience has been very trying. As the 

Tospective chief, his family, and the old “aristocracy” of the 
and, insisted on picking his wife for him. He became engaged to 
nother girl, and, as the family did everything they could to 
e~arate them, “Gordon took the course (practically forced by 
ifcumstances into it) of co-habiting with the girl he wanted to 
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forestall any attempt to separate them. I married them, but 
without the consent of Gordon's family. <A new system would do 
away with the old idea that the elders have the privilege of 
arranging the marriage of the young people without their consent. 
The present system has much to do with the marriage complications 
now prevalent and is no incentive to morality. 


I think 1t would be to the advantage of the Kitimat people 
if these matters were gone into by Department authority. The 
younger and more progressive people cannot buck the old system 
successfully unless they have the strong backing of authority. 


I will have to get another couple of cords of wood in a 
day or two for the day-school. As this is necessary, I presume 
it will be sanctioned if you do not come up in the meantime. 
The wood that was originally put up was green and iced from 
being stacked outdoors and it has been a constant job to keep 
the fire soing. "lowever, the school is in good condition. I 
will have to leave the firing with the chief when I leave, and 
some arrangements will have to be made with him. 


IT have your letter re the potato club. I think, perhaps, 
this had better wait until you come up. Under the present 
circumstances, where there is no attention given to the gardens 
in the summer, I don't think much could be done with a Club here. 
I do not, however, see any necessity for the supply of seed 
potatoes here yearly. The people should be instructed that the 
supnly of seed is not now necessary, that they should pit their 
seed in a community pit, or keep them in their cellars during 
the winter. If they knew there was no prospect of obtaining 
further seed they would take care to keep seed out of the orop. 
48 you know, the reserve is completely deserted from June until 
about the end of jugust, and thus the crop gets no summer care. 


I am busy packing and will leave on next boat. I must 
be in winnipeg on March 15th to take Plane for lNorway liouse. I 
hope you will be able to get up before I leave so that we can talk 
things over. I may say that a request has gone in to the Church, 
which will doubtless reach the Department for an investigation of 
the conditions surrounding the industrial migration of the Kitimat 
people before the Department withdraws support from the School 
Nome. Personally, I do not see how any appreciable attendance can 
be expected at the day school under the present conditions with- 
out the services of the Home. In the course of a year or so, it 
might be arranged that the women stay home from the trapping and 
logging camps so that the children can @o to school. As I have 
said, I do not see any need for the migration to Butedab during 
the winter. towever, this will have to be arranged by the exertion 
of authority by the Department, unless there is a reorganization 
of the Couneil as I have suggested, in whgch case they 4%owill 
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that the children can attend school. 


It does not appear that a successor to myself will be 
appointed here until Conference time in May. In the meantime 
4t is arranged that the teacher, Miss Horton, takes a service 
on Sunday. To do this it has been arranged that she be relieved 
from all her duties in the Home. Probably Mrs. Durnin will be 
given another staff member. Miss Field is taking over the Post 
office pro-tem. 


If you could come up on the Steamer to Butedale I think it 
would not be difficult to get a boat to bring you here and take 
you back. I believe Donald Grant is now at Butedale awaiting 
repairs to his engine so that he can come here. Once here you 
could get a boat to go back to Butedale. Whether the circum- 
stances would warrent the expense involved you know best. You 
perhaps would find it necessary to make a report on the new 
school, the additional work to be done on the surroundings, 
and also the question of whether it should be opened before 
next fall. The present school is quite full now, but there 
will be the departure for the Old Reserve for Volachan fishing 
soon and the school will again have few, if any, children fron 
the village attending. 


I think that is about all I have to report for the present.

would also be of arest advantage to the restriction of unnecessary 
migration of the people, thus enabling the children to attend the 
new day schcol at lesst during the winter months. 


I am strongly of the opinion, for several reasons, that the 
putedale migration during the winter should be definitely dis- 
couraged. iirst, such migration is an economic loss to the reserve. 
dith the absence from the reserve of the population since October 
last, the averaze cash receipts for wases by the women has been 
about 315.00. The men will average less as few of them were employ- 
ed. !fuch more could have been made by trapping and logging. This 
is admitted by the people thenselves. Some of the men had been 
trapping before they left for Butedale, and admittedly had done 
very well at trapping. The urge to leave the reserve for butedale 
is simply the old idea of congregating together, especially where 
there is opportunity of license. Speaking from the sole point of 

: view of administration, the reports of homebrewing and drinking at 

x pnutedale, indulged in by both the womenand the men, cannot have 

| anything but a bad effect, particularly on the younger people, who 
| are permitted more license generally at the fishing camp. 
;

this behaviour is not evident when the people are at home at 
vitimat. with a strong Council and Chief the whole situation could 
be controlled. 
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T would strongly recommend that the financing of logging 
equipment be arranged for the :itimat people as it was for Bella 
Coola. ft is true that past experience does not appear to warrant 
this step, but there was @ conspicuous lack of organization and 
of authoritative Council supervision during these past operations 
and also there was the complication of the use of private equip- 
ment. I think that the people are ready for a reorganization of 
the Council and I have (in conversation) suggested that, if the 
people of iitimat would lay out a definite working policy, accept - 
able to the Department, in a logsing operation, it might be 
possible to get the assistance required. 


further, there is the matter of the restriction of migration 
from the Reserve (at least by the wonen) so that the children can 
attend the new day school. we have gone into this recently and it 
is a matter that should be thoroughly investigated. I see no 
reason why the women cannot remain home during the school term, but 
there must be definite restrictions placed upon them. ‘he 
encourarineg of the logging industry will assist in removing sone 
of the excuse for mifration. Certainly, the migration to putedale 
this winter was not an economic advantage. It should be a matter 
of concern to the Department that, had it not been for the care of 
some 40 children in the ~lizabeth Long Memorial Home during this 
school term berinning September list, the attendance at the day 
school would have averaced about ¥ out of some 70 children of 
school age in the Band. 


ccordins to the Indian act, the Life Chief can retain his 
title during his lifetine, if the systen is changed to an elective 
one. !"owever, the elective chief would have the authority. 
Definite by-laws could and should be made on this Heserve giving 
the Council such control of eserve conduct as is permitted by the 
bepartment. Itshould also be pointed out to the Council, in the 
event of the new systen being established, that, in enforcing their 
by-laws, the Council cannot constitute itself a Court, but must 
look to the Indian agent or other appointed judicial authority for 
the levying of penalties. this is a procedure that is not at 
present understood by the Band. 


I may say that a reorganization as suggested would meet with 
the approval of at least two-thirds of the Band, especially the 
younger generation. As an instance of this, the prospective life 
chief, “ordon Robinson, whose marriage certificate I enclose, states 
that he is not in favour of the continuance of the life chief 
systen. sordon's recent expverience has been very trying. «as the 
prospective chief, his family, and the old "aristocracy" of the 
Rand, insisted on picking his wife for him. He became engaged to 
another girl, and, as the family did everything they could to 
separate them, iordon took the course (practically forced by 
circumstances into it) of cohabiting with the girl he wanted to 
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forestall any attempt to separate them. I married them, but 
without the consent of Gordon's family. «a new system would do 
away with the old idea that the elders have the privilesze of 
arranging the marriaze of the young people without their consent. 
The present system has much to do with the marriage complication 
now prevalent and is no incentive to morality. 


I think it would be to the advantage of the Kitimat people 
if these matters were gone into by Vepartment authority. ‘The 
younger and more progressive people cannot buck the old system 
successfully unless they have the strong backing of authority. 


I will have to set another couple of cords of wood ina 
day or two for the day-school. as this is necessary, I presume 
it will be sanctioned if you do not cone ur in the meantime. 
The wood that was originally put up was green and iced from 
being stacked outdoors and it has been a constant job to keep 
the fire soins. ‘lowever, the school is in good condition. I 
will have to leave the firing with the chief when I leave, and 
some arranzements will have to be made with him. 


T have your letter re the potato club. I think, perhaps, 
this had better wait until you come up. Under the present 
circumstances, where there is no attention given to the sardens 
in the summer, I don't think much could be done with a Club here. 
I do not, however, see any necessity for the supnly of seed 
potatoes here yearly. ‘The people should be instr .cted that the 
supply of seed is not now necessary, that they should pit their 
seed in a comunity pit, or keep them in their cellars during 
the winter. If they knew there was no prospect of obtaining 
further seed they would take care to keep seed out of the crop. 
\S you «now, the reserve is completely deserted from une until 
about the end of August, and thus the crop sets no summer care. 


T am busy packing and will leave on next boat. I must 
be in winnipee on Larch 15th to taxe plane for Norway louse. I 
hope you will be able to get up before 1 leave so that we can talk 
things over. I may say that a request has gone in to the Chureh, 
which will doubtless reach the vepartment for an investigation of 
the conditions surrounding the industrial misration of the iitinat 
people before the Lepartment withdraws support from the School 
‘tome. Personally, I do not see how any appreciable attendance can 
be expected at the day school under the present conditions with- 
out the services of the ome. In the course of a year or so, it 
micht be arranved that the women stay home from the trapping and 
logcine camps so that the children can go to school. as I have 
said, I do not see any need for the migration to Butedak during 
the winter. ‘fowever, this will have to be arranged by the exertion 
of authority by the Department, unless there is a reorganization 
of the Council as I have suggested, in which case the Couneil will 
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that the children can attend school. 


It does not appear that 4 successor to myself will be 
appointed here until Conference time in May. In the meantime 
it is arranged that the teacher, Miss Horton, takes & service 
on Sunday. To do this it has been arranged that she be relieved 
from all her duties in the Home. Probably Mrs. Durnin will be 
given another staff member. Wiss Field is taking over the Post 
office pro-tem. 


If you could come up on the Steamer to butedale 1 think it 
would not be difficult to get a boat to bring you here and take 
you back. I believe Donald Grant is now at Butedale awaiting 
repairs to his engine so that he can come here. Once here you 
could get a boat to go back to Butedale. Whether the circun- 
stances would warrent the expense involved you know best. You 
perhaps would find it necessary to maxe & report on the new 
school, the additional work to be done on the surroundings, 
and also the question of whether it should be opened before 
next fall. The present school is quite full now, but there 
will be the departure for the Cld Reserve for Lolachan fishing 
soon and the school will again have few, if any, children fron 
the villace attending. 


Tt think that is about all I have to report for the present.

With further reference to your letter of September 
25th, file 162-15-1, advising tuat a letter had been received 
from Dr. Dorey nominating Miss Mery Verrilyea for the position 
of teacher of the junior room et the hitamaat Indian Day School, 
I would advise that she called at this ofice and proceeded to 
Kitimaat. 


I enclose herewith Mr. Indian Agent Levelton's letter 
of the 3let ultimo, in which he states that he «as at Kitamaat 
and found that Miss Vermilyea liad not been teachirz from the 
2lst of Uctober as she was sick apparently both physically and 
mentally, and that it was necessary to provide her with a 
lransportation warrant to Vancouver as she was without funds, 
her services evidently »eing tcrminated for health reasons. 
This teacher will have some salary coming to ser although I am 
not certain of the date on which she commenced her duties, and 
it is suggested that the fare of ~16.40 be deducted from same. 
I have no information as to her address to which the balance 
could be forwarded but I am writing Mr. Levelton asking if he 
has any information. 


When Miss Vermilyea called at this office it was 
obvious that she was not the type of teacher required for our 
schools and had she been interviewed before representations 
were made to the United Church ‘t is not likely that she would 
have been recommended for the position. There is a possibility 
that under present conditions we will receive applications from

teachers who, for some reason or other, are practically un- 
employable and I would suggest in the interest of our work that 
all United Church teachers engaged for this Province be inter- 
viewed by Rev. Mr. W.P. Bunt who is the Vancouver repr sentative 
of the United Church Missionary work, or Mrs. Muldrew of 
Vancouver, who is the representative of the United Church Womens 
Missionery Society and a certificated teacher of considerable 
experience, in order to give then an opportunity of passing on 
their general qualifications.

On a recegt visit to Kitamaat,+ found the Teacher 
of the Junior room, itemaat ‘ndien Day School,sick,and she 
had not been teaching for some little time. 


She commenced teaching on Monday,Sept.2lst,and taught to 
Oct 2lst,a total of twenty two teaching deys, 


She had already sent in her resignetion to the WeMS. 
which was the logical thing to do,as her health would not 
permit her staying on at “itamaat,and as there were so few children 
attending school,owing to the parents having moved to Butedele 
Cannery for the winter, 


The unfortunate part was thet she wes financially 
up against it,and had not the price of her fare beck to Vancouver, 
and as the other white workers there were pretty much in the 
same condition finally bad to issue 4 transportation "“arrant 
for her from Aitameat to ancouver,on the understanding that 
this would heve to be repdid out of her salary cheque,when received. 


I would strongly recommend,that in the future,the 
churches nominating any one for positions in these outlying 
schools,should be esked to have nominees have a physicial 
examination before they are sent out,as I can recollect several 
instances where tachers have had to be sent out after just 4 
few weeks work,and as in this case,a lot of them are not in a 
pesition to pay their trensportation back again.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
February 24, in whioh you seek information with respect 
to employees of the Government who have joined or may join 
the armed Forces of Canada. 


It 1s somewhat difficult to explain the laws 
and regulations governing this matter. However, I shall 
make an attempt. If the information in this letter is not 
bet + hela I want you to feel free to communicate with 
me again. 


Permanent Civil Servants, who are classified as 
such and who join the armed Forces, are given leave of 
absence without pay and certain considerations in respect 
to superannuation payments. They are given full assurance 
that their positions will be restored to then arert 
following their discharge from the army. Temporary Civi 
Servants, who were appointed to permanent positions but 
whose length of service prior to the outbreak of the war 
did not enable them to attain the full status of permanent 
Civil Servants, are also given an assurance that either 
the position they occupied at the time of enlistment or an 
equivalent position will be given them at the time of their 


discharge. 


In addition to this all men who have served in 
the Armed Forces overseas or, as it is usually interpreted, 
in an actual theatre of war, are given a preference when 
applying for positions in the Civil Service. Returned 
soldiers have enjoyed this statutory preference since the 
Close of the last war.

I have your letter of the 22nd instant, with 
reference to Miss Mary Vermilyea, former teacher at 
the Kitimaat Day Sehool.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I realize the difficulties that you have 
experienced in obtaining teachers, but we are 
being continually urged by the Indian Agent at 
Belle Coola to re-open the Kitimat Day School 
whieh has been closed for the past year. The 
information we have available at the present tine 
indicates that a number of the Indians have left 
the reserve and as a result the number of ehildren 
has been reduced. Consequently it is possible 
that one teacher could handle the sehool for the 
academic year 1944-45. It would be appreciated 
it te would make another attempt to secure a 
qualified teacher for this school. Salary is 
provided at the rate of 395 a teaching month, 
plus bonus.

The day Schools operating in the Agenoy are now closed for 
the summer vacation. Detailed reports on the progress and teaching 
standards have been submitted to Commissioner MacKay. from repar ts 
received to date, there are no teachers in sight for eith of the 
two rooms at Kitamaat or for the seasonal school at Ulkatcho. In 
Comnection with the latter, this building and the teachers quarters 
should be insulated before a new teacher is appointed. The buildings 
are not well enough constructed to withstand the 30 to 40 below zero 
weather prevalent at Ulkatoho in winter time.

there is a possibility that sella Coola Day School may reopen 
shortly, as the United Church have nominated a teacher for the 
remaining two months. of the academic year; Mra. Anfield has con- 
sented to provide board and room for this girl who is expected 
May 4th. A report has been sent to the Indian Commissioner for 5.C. 
recommending that Kitamaat, if reeopened, be confined to a one 
room school, and the dispensary be moved to the Day School basement, 
and the nurse quartered in the teacherace., Inspector Thorstenstein 
expects to visit the Bella Belle and Klemtu schools, also Bella 28 
Coola if opened, in the latter part of May.

It will last 
until better days dome and @ proper unit oan be put up, with 
teachers quarters attached. It is Suggested that at Kitammet 
@ local Indian with Grade XI standing be @ppointed interim 
teacher, to get one room going at least. He seems a fine kind 
of young man, and he could not be any worse than some white 
interim or temporary appointments at present in action.

I wish to acquaint you with the situation 
at the Kitamaat Indian Residential School and at the 
Day School there. There is a small boarding school, 
conducted by the Women's Missionary Society of the 
United Church. As the pupils of this boarding school 
receive their classroom instruction along with day 
scholars from the Indian village at the day school, 
the classroom has become very crowded. There are 52 
enrolled at the present time and there will shortly be 
an additional four. I believe that the privilege 
granted to the pupils of the boarding school will have 
to be discontinued, and I have to request that the 
boarding school management provide a classroom and 
teacher in residence. The usual residential school 
per capita grant is paid at Kitamaat, and this should 
include all teaching services. Will you please, 
therefore, ask the W. M. S. to arrange, at their 
earliest convenience, for a separate classroom for 
the boarding school pupils and for a separate teacher. 
This will leave the day school building for the day 
pupils and the Department will continue meeting the 
expense of this separate activity.

Mr. Barry, Inspector of Indian Schools for 
British Columbia, in a report on his recent inspection of 
the Kitamaat Indian Day School, states that the echoolroom 
needs a new floor. He does not consider that «n expensive 
hardwood floor is required, but states that a floor of e 
grain fir would be suitable or even one of ordinary flooring. 
He further states that there are no toilets, and he recommends 
that two new toilets be provided previous to the opening of 
the school for next year. A small woodshed is also required. 
There is no water in the school and, at very little cost, the 
pipe that pasees the school could be tapped and a pipe run 
the necessary 20° or so to the school. 


Our funds this year are extremely limited and 
only the absolutely necessary repaire can be authorized at any 
of our schools. I would, however, request that you furnish 
a report regarding the above mentioned work. You should 
state the amount of the above work you consider to be abso- 
lutely necessary this year and give, in detail, the work 
required and the approximate cost of same. When we have 
full information as to the cost involved in the reflooring 
of the schoolroom, erection of toilets and woodshed, and 
extension of the water pipe to the school, consideration 
will then be given as to what portion of the work, if any, 
can be authorized this year.

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The people of <itimat have heard with concern from 4 responsible 
+ officer of the Indian Department that tnere is some likelihood that 
the Ef abeth Long Memorial Home will be closed in the near future. 
Before any action is actually taken we desire to record our protest 
that such action be taken at all by presenting our views on the 
situation. 


In the first place we feel that the removal of the “Iiome” from the 
village will be 4 blow to the social and moral standards to which we 
have so far attained. , ith insight into the standards in 
Indian homes and in é i n the villages who makes more than 
a casual study and corp where there has never 
peen the direct influence of a r near the village ma 
villages where there has been this influence over a period of years can 
arrive at only one econelusion. ‘The influence of the “Home” towards 
better standards of living found in those places fortunate enough to 
have ‘Homes’ in their midst has been a large determining factor in the 
whole life of those villages. No person making such observations or 
comparisons could fail to realize how much we would lost if the Elizabeth 
Long Memorial home were rerioved fro: Kitimat. ve could not hope to find 
this influence el sewhere. Nor would our children meet but little of such 
influence even in the pest of day schools. 


while the following conditions pertain to some degree in every 
Indian village, we feel that Kitimat is peculiar in being forced to live 
a far more nomadic life than many others. There are some thirty two 
trap lines owned within the Band, to the furthest of which is seventy- 
five miles. “e estimate that the average distance for all the lines 
would be over thirty miles. “ith a four months season for marten and 
mink and two months trapping beaver and otter following consecutively, 
it can be Been that the amount of travelling that we have to do is far 
more then the average and that it is not possible to £0 out for short 
periods and return to the village on sccount of the expense of travel. 
Nor are we economically able to support two houses, one on the trap-line 
r in the village. Besides, in the months immediately after 
y consi derable quantities of our native dried 
ame time and our women must necessarily 
accompany us to i paration. in April each yeer 
we spend three weeks at least in t ic f our oolachan oil. 
We could not hope to transport the fish rocess ing 
even three miles so our femilies XMM h ds. 
While we are et oolachans we are also at 
available in the home village. ‘There is also « month in the fall when 
we have to get our dried salmon when we must go where the fish are in 
order to «et sufficient quantity. If we could be able to make sufficient 
money to eliminate so much wandering in search of food then in 4 settled 
life our children would be able to take advantage of 4 school life which 
they are now able to receive through the facilities of residence in the 
"Home." 


We are very much aware of all the benefits received at the hands of 
the Government and the Church. “We cherish the yrogress we have made in 
all the Departments of life. e humbly petition that what we now have 
will not be taken from us tO our detriment.

I have now ‘2000 ived a letter from ir. Christie to the effect that 
if the Department wishes construction of the school to proceed 
this sumer that it is, doubtful if suitable Indian labour could 
be provided, as the Indians who would ordinarily qualify for such 
work would not forego fi : for such eluployment as the returns 
frou fishing would be considerably more than what they could earn 
on the proposed building. If construction of the school were 
delayed until the late fall we would be confronted with creased 
costs because of the handicap of the continuous wet weather. 
Lire Christie further observes tha Lt in view of the isolated 

Maracter of the Reserve that he could not give the project con- 

nt supervision. 


Under these circumstances it would appear that if the 
Depar the nt decided to proce with the construction of the 
school by day lavour it would be necessary t ploy possibly 
two or three white carpenters, one of who. would be the foreiuan 
i harge who could hire such Indians as he required from the 
local inhabitants available. ir. Christie did not supply the 
information requested in respect to what white carpenters were 
available in his Av-ency ‘or such work, and I am writing to him 
again for information on this pointe When all things are con- 
sidered it might be as well to build the school by contract 
if it could be done in this way for the amount provided. 


You will recall that the question of the continuation 
of Kitamaat as a residential school was referred to in my report 
of May lst as a result of certain observations made by you in 
your letter of April 12th. This matter was briefly dealt with 
yesterday during a short visit by Dr. Dorey to this office.

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Dr. Dorey promised to discuss the subject with the particular 
division of the United Church operating the Kitamnaat School. 

No doubt the Department will be advised in due course of the 
views of the Church in the matter. It seems to lie that it would be 
best to await the decision of the United Church authorities 
regarding the future of the Kitamaat Residential School before 
taking action with respect to the proposed Day School, as the 
Church's decision might have a very definite bearing on the size 
and type of school that we should provide at that point. It is 
just possible also that a new United Church school is more 
urgently needed on the West Coast of Vanouver Island than at 
Kitamaat in order to take care of surplus pupils for whom there 
will be no room in the new Residential School at alberni, but 
this is a point that I should prefer to give more definite 
information on after reviewing the matter with Inspector Barry 
on his return from the north in mid-June.

when you discussed this matter with me about 
June Zlst I said that a new Indidn day school was more 
needed at Ahousaht than at Kitamaat,if the residential school 
was to be retained there for another year. You will remember 
that you suggested that the available funds for one school 
might be transferred to the other, 


As it aopeared from correspondence that the 
Department wished me to limit my recommendations for further 
expenditure I agreed that should tne new Ahousaht day school 
be erected the proposed day school at Kitemaat might well 
be left over for another year, 


In agrecing with your suggestion to have the 
school at a different place erected before the new Kitemaat 
day school was undertaken I did not change any oninion 
previously expressed with regard to the eventual need for a 
day school at Kitamaat. 


The Director states that the amount of %6,500.00 
is available for a new Kitamaat school now and that it might 
be difficult to obtein such a sum next year. I wish also 
in this connect ion to remind you that it has recently been 
decided not to erect a nev day school at Ahousaht this year, 


In view of the above facts I would strongly 
advise the erection of the proposed Indian day school at 


Kitamaat, 

As the Department has now decided to close the 
present Kitamaat Indian Kesidential School I would further 
recommend that the new Kitamact Indien day school consist 
of at least two classrooms and accommodation for two resident 
teachers, manual training shop etc. in the basement, which 
need not be entirely cement, 


The two rooms now recommended become necessary 
through the decision to close the present residential school.

I have to refer to your letter of July 4th and subsequent 
correspondence regarding the proposed Indian Day School at Kitimat. 


After careful consideration of our requirements it is 
felt that a building similar to that at Bella Bella should be 
provided at Kitimat. The question of costs of such a structure 
has been gone into thoroughly with experienced carpenter 
builders, and my information is that it is extremely doubtful if 
such a Wilding could be constructed by day labour under $7700 
which amount includes $397 for electric wiring. It is understood 
that the contract price for the Bella Bella School, which was 
built nearly two years ago, was $7250, and when considering the 
increase in the cost of lumber, hardware and other building 
materials, which could be conservatively placed at 15%, and the 
heavier transportation costs involved because of the remoteness 
of Kitimat as compared with Bella Bella, which is on the direct 
steamship route, it will be seen immediately that the estimate 
of $7700 is not excessive, even considering slight changes 
intended to lessen costs. I could not give any assurance that 
the school could be constructed by day labour for less than this 
amount, and unless a very capable foreman carpenter is employed 
and very careful and constant supervision provided, the chances 
are the costs would be greater. 


The services of Mr. Ira C. Jones, who built our schools 
at Pemberton and Shalalth, would be available for this work, but 
as he lives outside the Skeena constituency his employment might 
not be favorably considered. Mr. Jones has a reputation for 
good work and is thoroughly reliable. The contractors who built 
the Bella Bella School might also be available to undertake the 
work by day labour, but my opinion is that in any case the costs 
would not be less than $7700.

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In view of the many difficulties involved in constructing 
@ building of this magnitude by day labour, it might be well for 
the Department to favorably consider the Calling of tenders. 
Should the Department, however, decide to proceed with construction 
by day labour, I consider it desirable that the carpenter foreman 
entrusted with the task be authorized to visit the site in order 
to fully acquaint himself with conditions and lay his plans 
accordingly. In view of the approaching rainy season the wrk, 
irrespective of how it is undertaken, should be proceeded with 
at the earliest possible date. 


I should appreciate an early reply, and also the receipt 
of a copy of the specifications for the Bella Bella Indian Day 
School, which was requested but was not forwarded by the Depart- 
ment with the plans.

not been received. 


as it is proposed to duplicate the sella Bella 
Day School, I would point out that after construction it 
was found necessary to provide a door between the two 
entrance lobbies to the class rooms in order to overcome 
the necessity of going down stairs and throuzh the teacher's 
quarters, or outside the building, to go from one class 
room to the other, and also to provide alternative exits 
in case of fire. It was also found that the joint between 
the plate of the wall framing and the concrete foundation 
was unsatisfactory and permitted water draining down the 
outside wall to enter the basement class rooms.

With reference to your memorandum of the 27th

namely, rook about two feet below the erade, it is not 
considered by our arohitects as the best plan to use under 
normal site conditions. As you are aware a school of 
similar accommodation was planned for Maria last year, and 
since it is considered that this plan would be more suite 
able, the matter was discussed with Mr. Hoey of the Indian 
Affairs Branch by telephone on the 28th ultimo. 


Mr. Hoey concurred with our opinion in the matter 
and agreed to the use of the Maria School plans and specifi«- 
cations. I am therefore forwarding herewith for transmission 
to the Indian Affairs Branch, three sets of blue prints 
of plan No.741 together with one copy of the specifications 
for these plans. 


With regard to classroom accommodation, it is 
understood that the sehool should accommodate about 70 
students. Since the plan Noe74l was prepared for 60 students, 
we have indicated on the plans the manner in which the Class- 
rooms can be extended to provide the accommodation desired.

a complete tabulation of the costs of the project 
has been made and indicates that a further sum of $1,500 will 
be reauired to complete the building. In my letter to the 
Department of .ugust 20th, my file 15/2/7350, I estimated the 
costs of this construction at not less than 7,700 and obser- 
ved that unless the conditions generally were very favorable 
the costs would be greater. 


I would, therefore, request that a further sum of 
$1,500 be encumbered for this project, divided as follows: 


Material ~700.00 
Labor 3800.00 


A copy of the encumbrance requisition should be forwarded at 
the earliest possible date, together with a cheque for 800 
payable to the 8.C.Indian account to cover the costs of labor. 


The latest reports would indicate that good pro- 
egress is being made with the construction of this school.

The Alberta Lumber Co. was the only firm manufac- 
turing lumber in this city in a position to furnish what was 
required in time to meet our shipping arrangements. 


The firm of Evans, Coleman & Evans was the only one 
in the city who could provide both materials and transportation. 


Owing to the absence of proper wharf accommodation at 
Kitamaat to land heavy supplies, it was found necessary to 
arrange to have most of the materials required for the school 
shipped at one time by tug and scow. Evans, Coleman & Evans 
undertook to do this work for us. The materials were safely 
landed on the beach at Kitamaat and raised by highrigging 
equipment over the bluffs to a position where they could be 
transportated by hand to the school site.

Covering purchase orders accompany each account

I trust the Department will see its way 
clear to consider these accounts separately and the covering 
purchase orders sufficient to pass same for payment. In 
cases where firms were in a position to meet our delivery 
requirements, quotations were secured. It was only on con- 
é@ition that the scow would be loaded ready to leave Vancouver 
by a specified time that Evans, Coleman & Evans undertook to 
transport the materials to Kitamaat for us, and the placing 
of orders was made to meet this requirement. 


To undertake any construction of importance by day 
labor in such a remote area as Kitemaat from this office is 
no easy task. However, latest reports indicate that good 
progress is being made with the construction of the school, 
despite many handicaps, not the least being continuous heavy 
rains during the last two weeks in October and the first week 
of this month.

I beg to submit herewith a statement of the costs in 
connection with the constructim of the marginally noted school 
together with Voucher No. 83-A for $320.84 and Credit Vouchers 
Nos. 82-A and 84-A for $610.00 and 58, respectively. 


The Department authorized $6000.00 for this construction 
as follows: 


E.R. 1058, dated Sept.20,1940, - $6,500.00 
Dept. Letter 162-15-5, dated Dec.5, 

1940. = 1,500.00 
(No copy of E.R. received for this 
authori zation) 


The total cost to date is $8072.57, which is $72.57 in excess of 
the amount authorized. Considerable local Indian labor was used 
by the contractor at the rate of 40g per hour. Taking this into 
consideration, together with the many many difficulties in con- 
nection with constructing a school in such a remote area and the 
increase in the price of materials, the cost is not excessive. 


The school has been completed and it is not expected 
that there will be any further expenditures, with the possible 
exception of a small amount for water pipe to connect the school 
with the existing system. It will be necessary, however, to clear 
up and level the school grounds, and some fencing may also be 
required. The Agent is being instructed to furnish an estimate of 
the cost of these improvements for the information of the 
Department. 


The school will be visited the first opportunity by 
Inspector Coleman or myself and a report made on the quality of 
the work performed and the materials used in the construction.

Dear Major MacKays- 


With reference to the equipment required 
at the new Kitamaat Indian Vay School, I would refer you 
to my letter of May 13th last, with which was forwarded 
a report on the present Kitamaat Day and kesidential Schools. 


There are two rooms in the basement of the 
new school building. Floors are of cement, and during the 
cold part of the winter the rooms may not be suitable for 
Classes in Manual Training and Girls’ Vocational Work. 
Some of the girls' work could of course be carried on in 
the academic classrooms, sewing and knitting for instance. 


If the Manual Training is to be started 
immediately the school is opened some four to six double 
benches or at least wood for their construction would be 
necded, as well as twelve sets of simple tools for the boys 
and a set of tools for the instructor, Mr Doucet of the 
Department has I believe prepared a list of suitable tools 
put I have not as yet been supplied with a copy of this list. 
If it is not available later I could no doubt prepare a 
list of suitable tools for this particular school. 


A Singer sewing machine will be required 
at the opening of the school for the use of the older girls. 
Later wool carders, weaving frames, and a spinning machine 
similar to those used in the Cowichan Agency may be needed. 


It is very difficult for me to state in 
a definite way just what equipment is required now for the 
dianual Training and Vocational Rooms, as so much depends on 
the staff of the school, Nominations will lie in the hands 
of the United Church officials no doubt, and + have no idea 
whether itb is their intention to nominate a married man as 
senior teacher and Manual Training Instructor with a girl 
as Primary Teacher, or whether the school will be placed in 
the charge of two girls. In the latter case the immediate 
provision of Manual training tools would not appear to be 
necessary. 

The teachers! residence consists of two small 
bedrooms, a small living room and a small kitchen, If a 
married man were to be appointed as Principal, I do not know 
whether the Primary teacher would live in the school or have 
to board and room in the Mission House, 


In any case we should provide the minimum 
necessary furniture fob the teachers' rooms in the new 
school building. 
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@ The furniture for the teachers! rooms 
might well be similar to that provided for the Boothroyd 
Day School, except that at Sitamaat we shall have to 

include a kitchen stove and some living room furniture. 


In my letter of May 13th I stggestes that 
the furniture for Kitamaat would cost about $300.00 and 
as prices are going up all the time I am not able to in 
any way reduce this provisional estimate. 


The numbers of each size of desk needed 
for the classrooms_were given in my previous letter on 
this subject, and I may say that it is essential that the 
arrangement of desks in the two rooms outlined in that 
letter be followed in detail so that full use can be made 
of the existing desks in the present Kitamaat School. 


In conclusion I would suggest that for the 
present the necessary desks,and furniture for the teacher's 
rooms, be provided, the electric light plant taken over 
from the present Kitamaat Indian Residential School #f it 
is possible to obtain possession of it, water brought into 
the new building from the near pipe line, and the Singer 
sewing machine supplied, while the provision of Manua 
Training tools, lumber, etc., be deferred till we know that 
en instructor is available, or till after the first inspection 
of the school, probably early in the 1942-42 Fiscal Year.

have put an item in the estimates for painting this building next 
+ am of the opinion that the guttering should be installed 
this fall. 


tf have been endeavoring to secure price quotations on metal 
ttcring and down pipes but so far without success, Reliance 
er 4o., Yancouver have quoted on wooden 4 x 4 Clear Fir 

Gutter at 122.50 per M. There would be 260 lineal feet required 
which would work out at less than .50.00. It will be necessary to 
Secure 150 lineal feet of 2" metal down pipe with 12 elbows to 
complete the work and perhaps you may have more success in finding 
this piping than I have had. For attaching the’ wooden gutter, 
5 lbs. of 5" nails would be required with 1 lb. of 23" finishing 
nails for finishing corners etc. 


Owing to the roof construction, the greater part of the 
water will come off on the east side of the building at the rear 
against the hill side, Because of the heavy nature of the soil, 
@rainage should be supplied and this will require 90 feet of 3" 
tiling on each side of the building. That is, one drain to go on 
the north side running east to west, emptying through the cribbing 
to the west of the building and another 90 feet paralleling it on 
the south side of the building.

The schools of the Nass Agency, in some instances, 
are in a very unsatisfactory eoniition, owing to the fact 
that the Anglican Churen appeats to have considerable 
aifficulty in supplying teachers. On Thursday the 12th 
inst., accompanied by Mr. Perry, I interviewed Lnspector 
Cairns and we discussed this question thoroushly. He 
accorlingly instructed Misa Smiley who has been enzaged 
at the Port Simpson Boys' Boarding School, out which is 
now closed, to take charge of the school at Kitkatla as 
the people taere have neitaer Missionary or Teacher. Miss 
Smiley will be there alone,at present, with the Indians.
